Rowland II. Hill, Carthago busi­ 
ness man, and Indiana Stato Sena­ 
tor from Rush, Shelby and layette 
counties, died suddenly this morning 
at one oVloek at his home in ( ar- 
thage, following a stroke oi paraly­ 
sis, which he suffered 
a few 
hours 
before. 
Senator Hill had been in hi> usual 
health during 
the 
day, 
and was 
among those in tin* business district 
after the 
supper 
hour 
Tuesday 
night, only to reach home at nine o'­ 
clock and be stricken, never regain­ 
ing consciousness. 
Mr. Hill had been afflicted 
with 
paralytic symptoms for over a year, 
but was not regarded as in a ser­ 
ious condition, and bis death proved 
a shock to his community and all 
over Indiana, where he was exten­ 
sively known. 
The deceased was born In Han­ 
cock county, near Greenfield, 
hut 
had spent the greater portion of his 
life in Carthage, being 49 years 
of 
age at the time of his death. 
For twelve years the deceased ami 
his father, the late Samuel B. Hill 
were engaged in the dry goods busi­ 
ness and operated a store 
in Car­ 
thage, which business was disposed 
of in 1908, and Mr. Hill then engag­ 
ed himself as a travelling salesman 
for a shoe firm, which position 
he 
held until 1914. 
Tn that year he returned to Car­ 
thage 
and founded Hie Hill Grain 
and Coal company, which he mana­ 
ged until his death, building up a big 
business in the grain, elevator 
and 
coal business. 
The deceased was an active poli­ 
tician and was affiliated 
with 
the 
republican party. Tn 
1920 
lie was 
elected state senator, and had ser­ 
ved continuously in that 
position, 
with his present term not expiring 
until 1928. ITU first senatorsliip, he 
renresented Rush Hancock and F a y ­ 
ette counties, but with the change 


o f districts, he was re-elected from 
Rush, Shelby and Fayette counties. 
During bis terms lie held prominent 
places on committees. 
Surviving him are his widow, and 
his mother Mrs. Elizabeth J. Hill, of 
Carthage and .a sister, Mrs. Oliver 
White of Topeka, Kansas. 
The deceased was a graduate 
of 
the Carthage high school 
and 
at­ 
tended Earlham college. He belong­ 
ed to the Masonic lodge at Carthage, 
and the Mystic Shrine of Indiana­ 
polis. Tie was 
affiliated 
with 
fho 
Elks lodge at Rushville, the United 
Commercial Travellers, and the Col­ 
umbia Club at Tndianarmlis. 
During the World W ar he was 
a 
member of the Rush County Council 
of Defense. 
Funeral services will he held F ri­ 
day afternoon at two o’elo k at flic 
Friends elnireh in Carthage. Burial 
will be made in Riverside cemetery, 
west of Carthage.

The Reynolds Manufacturing com­ 
pany asked for permission to close 
alleys on a section oi ground which 
they own near their factory, and as 
no one else owns a lot within the 
block, and no one would be affected 
by closing the alleys, the matter will 
probably be acted upon favorably at 
the next meeting, when a resolution 
calling for the vacation of the alleys 
can he presented and passed.

that Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney 
have not trained properly and rum­

for the heavyweight 
championship 
approached. 
The boxing public— which appar­ 
ently includes in this case the 150,- 
000 or so persons who 
will attend 
the fight, and all of Chicago besides 
-—may be cynical a week before 
a 
major ring skirmish, but the drama 
of a championship fight now has 
gripped the public as it always does 
on the eve of a big bout. 
The sporting gentry who 24 hours 
ago were telling all comers that the 
whole thing was “ in the b a g ” to­ 
day were standing in line at betting 
offices to place their money on the 
champion or the ex-champion, and 
they were prepared 
to back 
their 
choices with argument, satistics and 
almost with blows. 
Tunney still ruled the official fa ­ 
vorite, with the odds shortened trom 
7 to 5 to 6to5; but Dempsey money 
was more plentiful, and there 
was 
more 
than 
a possibility 
that the 
champion’s slight edge would be lost 
before tomorrow night. 
On the other hand, it was possible 
the champion’s strong backers were 
holding their money for more favor­ 
able odds. Court troubles apparently 
had been disposed of, although there 
was a possibility that the Rev. El­ 
mer Williams might file a newv in­ 
junction application in a state court. 
He was denied an injunction in fed­ 
eral court yesterday. 
The parade of special trains into 
Chicago started 
today, 
and 
until 
late tomorrow afternoon 
all rail­ 
roads will bring tight fans by the 
thousands 
into the 
city. 
British 
peers and New York gamblers, cab­ 
inet members and movie stars, ami 
business magnates of international 
note were enroute to Chicago to see 
the fight. 
Automobiles* added 
their share 
of prospective 
spectators 
at the 
Rickard opera, and tomorrow 
air­ 
planes also will bring their quota. 
While the 
thousands told 
each 
other who would win and why, Gene 
Tunney, the somewhat cultured and 
comparatively unpopular, and Jack 
Dempsey, the former champion who 
has struggled near the top ot 
the 
come-back 
trail, 
rested 
at their j 
training camps. Their managers and | 
hangers-on devoted 
themselves to j 
keeping the 
fighters 
in a 
proper ! 
frame of mind—for psychology, in 
this day when champions read books 
and consort with social leaders, has j 
become a factor in prize fights, have 
pronounced them physically “ right, 
nd, for lack of something better 
to 
base predictions on, they ha\c writ­ 
ten much of “ attitudes of mind, ot 
the “ air .of 
confidence” 
and 
of 
“ mental fitness” for ten rounds 
of 
combat before 150,000 watchers. 
But the man who bots on 
prize­ 
fights, and the man who talks about 
them, has his doubts. 
Dempsey isn’t 
going 
to 
knock 
Gene Tunney out 
with 
a thought 
wave to the jaw or a mental atti­ 
tude hard in the solar plexus, they 
believe. Confidence won’t pound an 
o p p o n e n t ’s midriff 
until 
he gasps 
for breath, and no eye 
was 
ever 
blacked by 
psychological 
perfec­ 
tion. 
Psychology 
and 
science 
aren’t 
what the public will look for 
at 
Soldiers Field tomorrow night, heft 
hooks and hard uppercuts that make 
red splotches and 
stagger 
'condi­ 
tioned fighters are what the specta­ 
tors want. And whether Rickard fills 
his stadium with a capacity crowd 
of 170,000 for a three million dollar 
gate, or has to look at vacant seats, 
fhere will be either blood or boos, 
solid blows or catcalls, and a knock­ 
out or a lot of nasty rumors.

night, only to reach home at nine o'- 
clock and be stricken, never regain- 
ing consciousness. 


Mr. Ilill had been afflicted 
with 


paralytic symptoms for over a year, 
but was not regarded as in n ser- 
ious condition, and his death proved 
a shock to his community and all 
over Indiana, where he was exten- 
sively kno\vn. 


The deceased was born in Tlan- 


cock county, near Greenfield, 
but 


had s]>ent the greater portion of his 
life in Carthage, being 49 years of 
age at the time of his death. 


For twelve years the deceased and 


his father, the late Samuel B. Hill 
were engaged in the dry goods bnsi-' 
ness and operated a store in Car- 
thage, -wliwli business was disposed 
of in 1908, and Mr. Hill then engag- 
ed himself as a travelling salesman 
for a shoe firm, which position he 
held until 1914. 


In that year he returned to Car- 


thage and founded the Hill Grain 
and Coal company, which he mana- 
ced until his death, building up a big 
business in the grain, elevator 
and 


coal business. 


The deceased was an active poli- 


tician and was affiliated 
with 
the 


republican party. In ]020 he was 
elected state senator, and had ser- 
ved continuously in that 
position, 


with his present term not expiring 
until 1928. His first senatorsbip. he 
renresenfed Rush Hancock and Fay- 
ette counties, but with the change 
of districts, he was re-elected from 
Rush, Shelby and Fayette counties.

The sporting gentry who 24 hours 


ago were telling all comers that the 
whole thing was "in the bag" to- 
day were standing in line at betting 
offices to place their money on the 
champion or the ex-champion, and 
they were prepared to back their 
choices with argument, satistics and 
almost with blows. 


Tunney still ruled the official fa- 


vorite, with the odds shortened from 
7 to 5 to 6to5; but Dempsey money 
was more plentiful, and there was 
more than a possibility that the 
champion's slight edge would be lost 
before tomorrow night. 


On the other hand, it was possible 


the champion's strong backers were. 
holding their money for more favor- 
able odds. Court troubles apparently 
had been disposed of, although there 
was a possibility that the Rev. El- 
mer Williams might file a newt in- 
junction application in a state court. 
He was denied an injunction in fed- 
eral court yesterday.
